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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a glass consisting of the recited components in 
the recited amounts, and which has the claimed change in refractive index. The claimed 
composition may have been obvious. For example, the claimed glass composition may have 
been obvious in view of Labino et al. in view of Volf et al. as described in the previous Action. 
However, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest that such a glass would have the claimed 
refractive index change, and there is no basis for asserting that such a glass would necessarily 
have the recited property. Thus, claims 9 and 10, as whole, would not have been obvious. 

As to claim 14, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method of providing a glass in 
an i-line stepper by providing a glass having the claimed composition.
